GRANITE CITY — Majority approval of a Feb. 28 referen- 
dum would be ‘‘a victory for everyone who owns a home, runs a 
business or_holds -@: job in Metro.East,”’ Citizens-for Flood 
Protection declared Monday.

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Local governments to be 
responsible for trash plan -

EDWARDSVILLE — Munici- 
pal dnd township governments 
will have to take “most of the 
ceopommi bility, for developing 

implementing a solid waste 
management plan, according to 
Madison County Board’ member 
Diek Worthen, D-Alton. 

Worthen is chairman of the 
county’s environmental control 
committee and heads the coun- 
ty’s_solid_waste task force, 
which met’ with local and town- 
ship officials Thursday at the 
Madison County courthouse. 

About 70 officials from gov- 
ernments throughout the county 
attended, 

‘The group also. heard reports 
on the progress of the county’s 
solid waste management plan 
and a report on a curb side 
recycling program ig Gien Car- 

n. 


New state regulations regard- 
ing solid wastes disposal will be 
going into effect soon, Worthen 
said. 

“Those requirements will 
only be met if all municipalities 
will cooperate,” Worthen s: 
“Gn faet, they will need to do 
most of the work.’ 

State regulations will require 
each county with more than 
100,000 people to develop a solid 
waste management plan. 

Worthen. said Madison, St 
Clair and Monroe counties are 
all working on a plan for the 
Metro-East area 


In addition, by 1991 counties 
are required to be recycling 15 
percent of all solid wastes. The 
percentage increases to 25_per- 
cent by 1994. 

He also said state landfills 
will not be able to accept refuse 
loads that aré.primarily lawn 
refuse (grass clippings, leaves 
and tree limbs) ginning .in 
September. 

All lawn waste will be banned 
from landfills in 1990. 

He said the county is working 
on a plan, but the focus will be 
with local governments because 
the county has traditionally not 
been involved with trash collec- 
tion or. disposal. 

“I'd like to emphasize that 
you. people -in- municipal and 
township. government. must 
come up with a plan,” Worthen 
said. 

What the county will do i5 
help develop the overall plan, 
inspect landfills, enforce laws, 
and_help coordinate the imple- 
mentation of the plan 

He said a solid waste coordi- 
nator will be appointed for the 
county sometime within the 
next month. That coordinator 
will serve-as a contact person, 
and will be able to help local 
governments to develop their 

jlans and apply for state grants 
for solid waste recycling or dis- 
posal programs. 

Susan Schold of Executive 
Services Inc., a Collinsville con- 
sulting firm helping the county 
develop the plan, said the firm 





has finished collecting most of 
- the data necessary to begin 
work on the plan. 

She. said the solution will 
have -at- least. three separate 
parts: landfilling, recycling and 
composting. 

Schold said there will always 
be. a need for landfills. - 

“Landfills are going to be 
here now and they’re going to 
be needed in the future,"’ she 
said. “‘No matter what kind of a 
high-tech solution is decid 

To, aid recycling, she said a 

“materials recovery facility” 
would probably have to be con- 
structed somewhere inthe coun- 
ty. 

“Papers, 
métals will all have to be 
out,’’ she said.*‘‘That will be 
needed even with curb «side 
recycling programs.” 

Because of the ban on lawn 
refuse, a composting program: 
will have to be started. 

Glenn O'Bryan, an i rc 
si ae een 
trash disposal firm runnin; 
Glen Carbon’s curb side recyel 
ing program, said the project is 
doing well and has a participa- 
tion rate of about 50 percent. 

“People have been sensitized 
to the issue (of garbage dispos- 
al) and I think that’s the - 
gest benefit from this,” he said 

The program was started by 
the compa several months 
ago at no cost to Glen Carbon: 
to obtain information about 
recycling in this area.

VENICE — The old one failed to fire. The 
new one failed to fit 

Despite the approval of purchase of a new 
heating unit for the Chapter I reading room last 
month, the unit still has not been installed. 

Superintendent Charles McCaskill said alter- 
ations re needed tu install the new 31,150 unit 
Ace Heating in_ Madison is currently drawing u 
a diagram, of ihe necessary work and an 
approximation of what it will look-like when it 
is finished, he said. 

“They can do the job and the unit will fit but 
we want to get an idea of what they're doing 
first,"". McCaskill told the Venice school board 
Thursday. 

The new 75,000 Btu gas unit is smaller than 
its predecessor, which was one of 10 installed in 
1954. Because of the size difference, werk on the 
heating. ducts, air vents and chimney must be 
done, MeCaskill said. * 

Despite the absence: of the unit, McCaskill 
| said. Rogera Meffqrd’s class has only had to 
‘| vacate its room once. 

“We have really only had one day that they 
‘| have had to get out of the room because it was 
too cold,”’ he said 

He explained that the relatively favorable

The older unit is no longer manufactured and 
could not simply be replaced, McCaskill said 

In other action, McCaskill announced ‘that 
ARC of Chicago will be conducting asbestos 
“inspections in the schools and beginning a man- 
agement plan on Jan. 21 and 22. 

“This is good news,’’ McCaskill said. *‘This 
will help us to meet state guidelines and hope- 
fully get more direction on the training Mr 
(Peter) Ponce (director of the Venice-Lincoin 
Technical Center) and I will need to maintain 
records and reports.’ 

State law requires that all asbestos removal 
plans be implemented by July 9. Violators face 
fines of $5,000 per day that the plan is late in 
starting. Those maintaining records of routine 
asbestos inspections must ‘also be certified 
according-to state guidelines. 

McCaskill said he expected to have more 
information on the certification training at the 
Jan. 26 meeting.

St. Peter and Paul winter shel- 
ter, 1920 S. Eight St. in Soulard, 
is part of the homeless network, 
said shelter director William 
Starbuck. 

“‘We have 50 cots available for 
men from Nov. 1 through March 
31 between 7 p.m.‘and 6 a.m‘f,"’ 
Starbuck said. ‘‘We also have 20 
transitional beds-available year 
round for regulars -who have 
jobs and are trying to be self 
Supportive.” 

The shelter serves a hot 
breakfast or doughnuts and 
sandwiches each evening, pro- 
viding a needed meal for many 
homeless men. 

Starbuck agrees with the Rev 
Rice about the relationship of 
housing stock and homelessness. 

“One reason St. Louis has so 
many homeless is a lack of rea- 


sonable housing,” Starbuck said 
“And Whe numbers will keep 
increasing unless this changes. 

“The government at federal, 
state and local levels need to 
help,’’ Starbuck said. “‘But this 
problem isn’t just in St. Louis, 
it’s all over the country.""

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Years of effort behind = 


lastest abortion clash 


By Sabrina Eaton 
P-RiJ Washington bureau 


WASHINGTON — Years of 


work by Missouri pro-life groups ° 


hit pay dirt Jan. 9 when the U.S. 
ie Court agreed to hear a 
state case that activists hope 
Ip overturn a 1973 decision 

that legalized abortion. 
Pro-choice groups said they 
were angered at, but not sur- 
prised by, acceptance of the 
case. They vowed to step up 
activities to demonstrate that 


women will fight to retain their_ 


current right to an abortion. 

The Missouri law at issue 
declares that life begins at con- 
ception. It mdndates that no 
public funds,:ermployees or per- 
sonnel be used to perform or 
advise an abortion. It was s 
cifically drafted to test the 
Supreme Court. 

Passed in 1986, the law was 
challenged. by pro-choice activ- 
ists and was ruled unconstitu- 
tional by a St. Louis federal 
appeals Court in July 1988. 

After a closed session discus- 
sion Jan. 6, the nine-member 
U.S. Supreme Court announced 
Jan. 9 that it has ‘probable 
jurisdiction” in the case, which 
is known as William L. Webster 
vs. Reproductive Health Ser- 
vices . 

No hearing dates have been 
set, but Missouri Citizens for 
Life legislative, chairman Samuel 
Lee of south St. Louis said he 
believes a decision could be ren- 
dered by June. 


“This is very exci for all 
ro-lifers, especially i 
i, to see on the ‘horizon 
protection of the unborn from 
abortion,” said Lee, who helped 
draft the state law. “The right to 
life of the unborn was first lost 
in the-courts; I believe that rij 
will be finally gained back in 
courts.”” ‘ 


B.J. Isaacson-Jones, - director 
of the nonprofit clinic’ that first 
challenged the Missouri statute, 
said she believes the case will 
keep freedom of reproductiye 
choice (for the mother, not the 
fetus) at the forefront of Ameri- 
can consciousness, and -will indi- 
cate the Supreme Court’s view 
on the topic. 

“If abortion becomes illegal in 
this state, many teen-agers, 
women. of_color and indigents 
will be forced to either carry to 
term pregnancies they do not 
want, or to resort to unsafe, ille- 
gal abortions,”’ said-Isaacson- 
Jones. ‘‘There will be no other 
options."" 

Reproductive Health Services 
Inc., which is. headquartered on 
North Euclid in the Central West 
End of St. Louis, counsels about 
15,000 women annually and per- 
forms 9,000 abortions, said. 
Isaacson-Jones 

She Said the clinic performs 51 
percent of the state's abortions. 

Isaacson-Jones and Laura 
Cohen, who is National Abortion 
Rights Action League state coor- 
dinator for Missouri, said they 
will work to expand the visibility 
of pro-choice forces in upcoming 


months. 


‘“‘Legal abortions have been 
status quo since Roe vs. Wade in 
1973, sa the pro-choice majority 
has really not been mobilized for 
16 years,’’ said Cohen. 

“*Now that we're in a different 
situation, we have to speak out.” 

Molly Yard, president of the 
National Organization for Wom- 
en, which favors abortion, 
declared a ‘‘state of emergency”’ 
for America’s women and said 
there would be protests on Inau- 
guration Day and a march in 

ashington on April 9. 

Douglas Johnson, legislative 
director for the National Right 
to Life Committee Inc., said hi 
frou would not step up its lob- 

ying activities before the case, 

and predicted efforts by pro- 
choice groups would not influ- 
ence the court. 

The Supreme Court last reject- 
ed a request to oyerturn Roe vs 
Wade by a 5-4 vote in 1986. But 
with the departure of Justice 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. and Pres. 
Ronald Reagan’s aj intment of 
Anthony M. Ken ly, pro-lifers 
hope they now have the majority 
needed to reverse Roe vs. Wade, 
or at least give states more pow- 
er to restrict abortions. 

“I think there will definitely 
be some changes, but the ques- 
tion is how big the changes will 
be,"’ said Lee. 

“Even the decision to hear it 
is a victory for pro-life people, 
but we have to wait and see 
what they will do.” 


Collectibles are profitable 
for collector, not investor

Collectibles — anything from 
art and antique furniture to 
coins, comic books and baseball 
cards — regularly outperform 
the stock market, netting their 
owners a tidy profit when they 
sell 

But it is not investors who are 
reaping these rewards, local cal 
lectibles dealers report 

The collectors are the people 
who amass a holding of British 

. Stamps or old American coins 
for the sheer joy of collecting 
and then cash in. 

Dealers point to two reasons 
why- collectors’ investments fre- 
quently appreciate in value: 

*Collectors know the field; 
they know which finds are truly 
rare and, hence, more likely to 
appreciate. 

*Moreover, collectors are not 
driven by the profit motive — 
the investor's demand that 
every stock, bond or piece of art 
be worth more today than when 
it was bought. A collector will 
hold an item for many years. 

That can pay off, according to 
Salomon Brothers Inc., a Wall 
Street firm that tracks the finan- 
cial performance of various 
types of investments. 

The June 1988 analysis found 
that collectible coins — any 
coins that are rare and/or com 
memorative enjoyed a 20- 
year compound annual growth 
rate of 15.1 percent. That means 
collectible coins, on the average, 
appreciated 15.1 percent every 
year. 

U.S. stamps enjoyed a 20-year 
compound annual growth rate of 
12.9 percent, while stocks posted 
an average annual gain of just 
9.5 percent, Salomon reports 

Dealers discount those figures 
“I wouldn't advise anybody to 
put money into (stamp collect- 


ing) as an investment,"’ says 
Tom Buford, vice president of 
St. Louis Stamp and Coin. “I 
can't think of anybody who has 
bought stamps over a period of 
years who has made money on 
them - 

“They should consider it a 
hobby.” 

Collectors, however, ‘do rec- 
ognize” the investment potential 
of their holdings, says John 
Rebello,- executive director of 
Town and Country Stamps Ltd. 

Barry Faintich, president of 
Midwest Money Co., says coins, 
“‘with a litle Knowledge and 
study,"’ could bring a 20-percent 
return 

Knowledge its the key, experts 
say : 
“If you went right now and 
bought a quilt, you'd have to 
know about quilts” to ens#re you 
are, first, buying a quality col- 
lectible and, second, paying a 
fair price, says antique dealer 
Jack Parker 

Rebello seconds that observa- 
tion. 

“What I like about the hobby 
(of coin collecting) is it teaches 
you about history. art and eco 
nomics,’’ Faintic! a “Every 
coin, in its own w. is a mas- 
terpiece of art.”” 

And then there is the time 
spent searching for the items 
necessary to complete a collec- 
tion. “There's a lot of personal 
satisfaction,’ Parker says 

That satisfaction adds emotion 
to the equation. So does the 
everyday satisfaction of seeing: 
painting hanging .on your wall, 
or an antique secretary standing 
in the foyer. 

All of this is the antithesis of 
good investing, where hard facts 
and figures, not emotions, are 
most important 

Meanwhile, newcomers are 
bolstering the market. ‘‘Every 
year we see an increase in the 


number of people in the field,"’ 
Faintich says. They increase the 
demand without increasing the 
supply, so prices increase. 

“It's supply and demand,” 
says Molly “Perse, business 
director of the Jo Ann Perse 
Gallery, a dealer in limited-edi- 

ts 

Artists such as LeRoy Nieman 
and Thomas McKnight under- 
stand the law of supply and 
demand, and make a limited 
number of copies of a new work 

Prices of a Nieman piece will 
“jump 10 percent to 20 percent 
within two or three months,” 
Perse says; three weeks after 


_.Selling a McKnight for $1,875, 


the print was listed at $5,500. 

That's not -to say collectibles 
are liquid; you can’t simply call 
an art dealer and tell him to sell 
your McKnight at $5,500. 
Instead, you have to seek out a 
willing buyer or sell to the deal- 
er, who will most likely pay a 
lower price 

Coin dealers have added 
liquidity to the business with the 
“professional coin grading ser- 
vice,”’ Faintich sayp. 

The collector can “shop” his 
coin, ask several dealers what 
they would pay for this grade of 
coin and then sell it for the best 
price. 

“The most popular coin ever 
minted by the U.S. was the $20 
St. Quadens,”” he says. In mint 
condition, the gold’ coin, pro- 
duced in 1907, will fetch $30,000. 
That is double what the St 
Quadens was worth four years 
ago. 

Faintich discourages custom- 
ers from investing in the fund- 
raising coins issued for the U.S. 
Olympic team, the Statue of Lib- 
erty and the 200th anniversary of 
the U.S. Constitution. 

“They're making too many of 
them,” Faintich says 


Workers’ comp called inadequate 


SPRINGFIELD — Thousands 
of sick and injured workers are 
left out of Illinois’ Workers’ 
Compensation system every 
year, according to a study 
released by the Coalition for 
Consumer Rights 

The study estimates that 
between 10,000 and 27,000 Illinois 
workers contract workplace dis- 
eases each year, and yet less 
than 1,000 receiye compensation 
because of an outdated loophole 
in the law. 

The study, “‘A Crisis For 
Whom,” also says that Illinois’ 
awards to permanently injured 
workers are among the lowest in 
the country, and that business 
costs for Workers’. Compensation 
are low-to-average and have no 
effect on business climate. 

“Illinois” compensation system 
is riddled with holes,”’ according 
to Gail. Siegel, the -study’s 
author. vs 

“Victims of workplace cancer 
receive no compensation if they 
contract their dis more than 
two years after exposure to dan- 


—gerous—‘chemicais—on—the-jeb—— 


Most ‘victims of farm accidents 
are left out of the system alto- 


gether. Illinois’s treatment of 
workers who perform some of 
our most dangerous jobs is scan- 
dalous."" 

“This study supports what 
Labor has been saying for 
years — Workers’ Compensation 
costs do not have a negative 
impact on doing business in [lli- 
nois,"’ said Don Johnson, legisla- 
tive director of the Illinois State 
Al 0. 7 


‘There are two major factors 
to get a handle on if we are 
going to control costs. First, 
employers must place a. great 
emphasis on providing a work 
environment that is safe, not 
only from accidents, but from 
health hazards. Second, the state 
must be given the tools it rieeds 
to regulate rates, and to elimi- 
nate the financial incentives that 
slow down the claims process.”’ 

The study’s findings include: 

sIllinois has the seventh high- 
est incidence of Permanent Par- 
tial Disabilities“(PDD) in the 
coufitry, yet the ayerage award 
in this category is 40th out of 45 
‘States—for—which—data—is—avail— 
able.

Study: Foreign-owned land 
growing in the United States

The United States capital mar- 
ket relies heavily on foreign 
finance. Between 1982 and 1987, 
foreign direct investment in the 
United States more than doubled 
to $261.9 billion from $123.6 bil- 
lion, according to a study 
released by the National Associ 
ation of Realtors. 

The study concludes that in 
1988, approximately $1 of credit 
out of every $5, or $130 billion of 
our estimated $660 billion net 
credit demand, will be financed 
from abroad. 

The NAR study, ‘‘Foreign 
Investment in U.S. Real Estate 
Status, Trends and Outlook, 1938. 
looks at foreign direct invest- 
ment (equity) in the United 
States compared to United 
States direct investment abroad. 
At the end of 1987, the study 
reports that foreign direct 
investment totalled $262 billion 
while United States direct invest- 
ment abroad totalled $309 billion. 

Foreign direct investment in 
U.S. real estate doubled to $24.5 
billion in 1987 from $11.4 billion 
in 1982, according to the report. 
The study also found t§at for- 
eigners owned approximately 1.4 
percent of non-farm, non-residen- 
tial real estate in the United 
States and slightly less than 1 
percent of U.S. agricultural land 
at the end of 1987.

“A weak dollar in recent 
years brought a flood of foreign 
investment, and a strong dollar 
in earlier years sent U.S. inves- 
ters abroad looking for bar- 
gains,” said Jack Howley, vice 
president of International Affairs 
at NAR. 

“For the foreign investor, th 
United States offers the largest, 
most stable and most diverse 
economy in the world," Howley 
said. ‘‘European investors are 
particularly attracted to the 
United States because of its 
Political stability “and its free 
market tradition.” 

The study predicts that foreign

“It amounts to a tourism tax 
paid for by non-residents who 
stay in our hotels,’ McNary 
said.
